IHDUHAPOLIS. Nov. 5 — While both 


of the old parties are making emphatic 
claims that they will carry the state 
and elect a majority of the congress- 
men on tomorrow, neither seems abso- 
lutely certain of controlling the legis 
lature on joint ballot. The democrats 
have fourteen and the 
republicans 


eleven hold over senators, and in the 
former are those from Marion, Vigo 
and Floyd counties, thus taking three 
of the largest labor centers practically 
out of the contest for members of that 
body. 


Elections will be held in twenty-five 


districts, and in a majority ol these 
the democrats have pluralities, some 
large and some meagre, but enough 
that aie safe, it is believed, to insure a 
working majority in the senate. In 
the 100 house districts, in each of which 
an election will be held, there are 
many decided pluralities 
for both 


parties, and 
many 
that 
are 
sub- 


ject to change under slight adverse 
conditions. Oning to this there have 
been attempts by both of the old 
parties to select men who would be ac- 
ceptable to the populists, and in Eome 
counties the old party nominees have 
been indorsed. 
These combinations 


have been 
made, not by indorsing 


populist nominees, but by selecting 
Farmers on whom the party harness sat 
lightly, but who had gem-rally affiliated 
with the party by which he was select- 
ed 
It is more than probable that the 


populists, by reason of these indorse- 
ments, will secure some members of 
the lower branch of the legislature 
As between the old parties the control 
of the lower house is a mttter of doubt, 


ut the number of districts usually car- 
leil is in favor of the democrats 


The populists are not expecting to 


!o m«ire than to increase their vote over 
wo years ago and possibly get a foothold 
n the legislature. They do not expect 
0 secure a congressman or elect a 
tate officer and the local managers say 
hey will be content if their vote is iu- 
:reased and they succeed in securing 
inough legislators to propose measures 
n the general assembly indicative of 
he policy of the party 
In the ninth 


ongr&sional district the democrats 
iave indorsed the populist nominee, 
>ut there is no hope of breaking the re- 
aublican plurality in that district.

"For 
God, and home, and native land," was 
the motto everywhere in sight about 
the polling booths. 


About 20000 votes were polled, al-

The best time made by any female 
voter was twelve and a half miuutes

Gladstone Grant 
thought.little-.of becauso he had taken 
the sido of secession against that of the 
Union during our civil war. That the 
simple hearted, tho patriotic soldier 
never forgave. • 


Young says of Li, "When I first saw 


him in 1879, ho -was in tho fullness ol 
activity, an alert, imposing personage, 
tall, with a soldierly bearing and the 
touch of a poet in his glittering eye." 
His soul was bound tip in the advance- 
ment of China according to his own 
ideas. England ho hated because of the 
opinm'trade.' Young writes:

The viceroy's speciiU grievance was opium. 


This waa the curse of China. It was debusing 
her best people into i* ctmilitkm worse than- 
slavery. It Imtl been forced Uixm thorn so tlinb 
out of its revenues England might govern- 
India. Hei'o was a drug—a government mo- 
nopoly in India—sold at an incredible profit 
and yielding India eri annual incoinu oi several 
millions of rupees. China paid more for opium 
than she re«aive<I f or silk, I spoko to hiroonco 
about the increase of the poppy crop in China 
—fields red with the flower—and suggested that 
t would bo well to strike tho evil at home, 
lis intention, lie answered, was to encouragw 
.ho growth of tho home poppy until tho Indian 
supply was driven out. Then H decree from 
,ho throuo would destroy opium ill .China and 
torn every poppy field ovev to rice- or wheat, 


Li used to open telegrams for foreign 


residents and even for foreign ministers 
aud their families, so as to acquaint 
himself with what was going on. He 
did this in the most innocent manner, 
making no secret of it to the recipients 
of the dispatches. - He believed his pre- 
rogatives as viceroy gave this light.

Hard 
times affect him less than anybody else. 
Whatever happens, if ho has miutled 
his business and kept ont of debt, he has 
a roof pver his head and food for his 
family. In -winter at least ho has leisure 
to read and study with the heat.

Wilbur Fish Storey 'was' born In 1819 In 


Salisbury, Vt., and after working as a 
printer in that state, ICew York city and 
Laporto, Intl., established a weekly paper 
there. Later he was lawyer, druggist and 
postmaster under"Polk in Jackson,'Mich., 
founded a paper there and then went to 
Detroit, where ho liecfimo in tinio propri- 
etor of Tho Free Press anil made it a great 
success. Ho took tho Chicago Times In 
1861 and made it so vigorously aggressive 
during the \vtir that General Burnsidn sup- 
pressed it. For 13 years after the war he 
and The Times had a truly phenomenal 
career, tho proprietor gaining wealth and 
tho hatred of many thousands. In 1884 
bo was adjudged of unsound mind and a 
curator appointed for his ostato, after 
which tho decline of Tho Times was for 
awhilo ulwost us rapid as its rise had heen. 


'Late- in 18S-1 Mr, Storey died, and Mr, 


Charles Dennett bccarao managlng'edltor, 
associated with Mr. Clinton' Snowdon, 
^who ' had held that position with Air. 
Storey. There was litigation, and tho pa- 
per becamo unprofitable. Carter Harrison, 
being hard pressed by his many enemies, 
bought the paper for a personal organ, as 
was supposed. Contrary to tho general ex- 
pectation, ho made'it a decided success. 
It continued Democratic, but assumed tt 
very independent attitude In local affairs 
and took ou n persona! and novel character 
generally. Tho tragic death of 'Mayor 
Harrison was looked on' by mimy as'tho 
beginning of another decline In The 
Times, but tho results were surprising. 
His sons gave a Populist tone to tho edi- 
torials, began a vigorous war on the tax- 
ing system of Chicago and the country 
and kept the circulation of The Times up 
to tho top notch. 


Mr. Kriuis, the new owner, is a Demo- 


crat of local prominence and a very.suc- 
cessful lawyer, a partner with Judgo Mo- 
ran, Isaac and Levy Mayer. He managed 
for.Mr. Harrison the campaign which 
mado tho latter mayor and received from 
him the appointment of corporation coun- 
sel. Tho mayor haft such confidence in 
him that he urged him to tako control of 
The Times, and It was at tho eollcJtation 
of Mr. Harrison's daughters that he final- 
ly bought their stock.

or to dress him in 


his best clothes. Tom did not possess 
any better clothes than those which he 
always wore, but they were gorgeous 
in the eyes of Charlie Chu, the silly 
perfume peddler, who found the dead 
body. Everybody in Chinatown knows 
Charlie. He goes about the streets 
selling cologne and Chinese perfumes. 
For, even in the vile tenements, there 
can often be detected tlie odor of cheap 
scents poured out in wasteful quanti- 
ties. 
Chaiiiu was never considered 


vci-y bright and he tlldj a good many 
things at which the merchants and 
gamblers laughed. 
The concluding- 


proof of his unsoundness came when 
he took possession, of the clothes of 
Tom Quang. The purple coat, a fancy 
girdle and a sound pair, .of shoes caught 
the eyes of poor, half clothed Charlie, 
and as there was no one to claim tho 
dead man's estate thi perfume peddler 
put them on himself. Chinese customs 
make this a heinous crime as the spirit 
of the dead is supposed to. remain in 
his clothes. When Charlie- Chu ap- 
peared in Mott street wearing Tom 
Quang's garments there, was a terrific 
scandal. The poor ^peddler was de- 
nounced and buffeted'about the town. 
He was refused . admittance to any' 
house and there was no place lor him 
to sleep. Finally, he found a refugo 
in the back yard of No. 14 Pell street 
and slejjt there during the warm sum- 
mer nights'.' He c'buld not throw away 
the dead man's clothes,, fpr then he 
would have had none to cover his own 
body, so he lived in defiance of.. the 
spirit of the dead Tom.-'

A few weeks ago the perfume ped- 


dler began using strange words and 
talking in an iucoherentmanner. Boon 
some of the more superstitious China- 
men heard references, to spirits and 
mysterious talk about the fung shui, 
or burial customs. Then it was pro- 
Claimed that the uneasy spirit of the 
departed Tom was talking through the 
poor peddler who w,ore his clothes, 
Tom had been buried in Evergreens 
cemetery, Brooklyn, where all dead 
New York Chinamen lie, and his spirit 
was understood to be calling for re- 
moval to his native land. It ia the 
fondest liope of everv Chinaman that 
his body'will ljc carried back to China, 
so that his spirit can hover about his 
family and the scenes of his childhood... 
So silly Charlie, wearing dcadj Tom's: 


haunted clothes, aroused a movement 
to send the bodies of his countrymen 
lying in Evergreens cemetery back to 
China. 


A week ago James Naugbtou', the 


Mott, street undertaker, took up the 
remains of two departed Chinamen and 
sent them to San Francisco for ship- 
ment to Hong-Kong.' Tho Six com- 
panies in San Francisco each year pro- 
vide for the return of dead bodies, but 
there has never been any concerted 
action of that kind in New York. Two 
large plots of ground were bought in 
Evergreens cemetery by -On Young 
,Min, the first consul in New York, in 


18S3, 
They now contain nearly seven 


hundred graves. 


Last year, when.Dr. Chu Chuk Fong 


was mayor of Chinatown, he hung out 
his sign as a physician on the Joss 
house, and during the year there was 
greater mortality in the town than 
ever before.

the sign on the Joss house had worked 
evil. Dr. Fong is now in China.

Harry France, who is a candidate for 


re-election to the office of justice of the 
peace, is one of the most popular younu 
men in the city and is the youngest of 
the "squires" in Fort Wayne. 
He has 


been a resident of the city since a little 
lellow of three years and was a pupil ia 
the public schools for some j-ears. when 
he was placed iu ihe "Brothels' school," 
where he completed his school educa 
tion. 
After leaving 
the Brothers' 


school he commenced reading law and 
in March. 1876, was admitted to prac- 
tice by'the late Judge Carson, then 
judge of the Allen circuit court. 
The 


motion for his admission was made by 
Son A A Purman. 
In 1880 he con- 


tested in the democratic convention 
for the nomination for the circuit 
prosecutorship. 
He polled a hand- 


some 
vote, 
but 
failed 
to 
re 


coive the nomination. 
About that 


time Justice Tancey removed from the 
city and Mr. France was appointed to 
fill his unexpired term of one year and 
hfiveii months. In 1882 he was nomi- 
nated and elected to the office of jus- 
tice of the peace and the democratic 
convention which met last June hon- 
ored him with a fourth nomination for 
the same office, a compliment and sn 
endorsement of which he justly fefts 
proud 
As a justice Mr. France is 


recognized as one of the moat compe- 
tent who ever filled the office in this 
city 
His knowledge of the law pre- 


vents him from making any mistakes, 
and a rare faculty of perception^and a 
keen sense of justice have marked his 
decisions to such a degree that very 
seldom are appeals taken Irom his 
findings. Justice* of the peace are re 
quired by law to make settlement with 
the county treasurer every six months 
and pay over the moneys collected for 
fines into the funds to which they be 
long. Notwithstanding the provision 
of the law, it is a fact that justices are 
usually slow with their settlements and 
it is not an unfrequent occurrence to 
have the attorney general come around 
and hurry them up 
Justice France 


points with pride to the fact that dur- 
ing the eleven years he has acted as 
justice he never once allowed the limit 
to expire before he made his settle- 
ment 
It is a question whether any
